Work, on the 
export gas pipeline is now under 
way over the whole length ol the 
4,451-kiloroeUe route from the 
Urengoi deposit In Western Si- 
beria to the Western frontier ol 
tho USSR. Trials on a number ol 
completed sections are being un- 
dertaken In the central part of 
the country. 

The gas pipeline Is being built 
by 47 construction teams. A total 


of 51 learns will work on the 
route hi February. The most 
strenuous work on tho project Is 
al present being done In 
Western Siberia. Builders there 
have lo complete the construc- 
tion of tlm route before the 
beginning of the spring thaws 
which will make tho gas pipe- 
line route impassable for 
machines. 

Aa far as It concerns the ter- 
ritory of ihe European part of 
the USSR the Siberia-Western 
Europe gas pipeline has 
"negotiated" navigable rivers: 
the Volga, Don, Dnieper and 
Kama. In February it Is planned 
to complete the three-kilometre 
long passage across the Ob Ri- 
ver, In Siberia. 


Underground ‘boiler room’ 

Another deposit of thermal 
waters— Esgo— has appeared on 
the map of Kamchatka, reports a 
TASS correspondent. The State 
Commission for the Reserves ol 
Useful Minerals has approved 
the exploitation of the deposit, 
which will account for more 
than 20 thousand cubic metres 
or hot water a day. 

The new deposit has become a 
unique source of hot water used 
to heat the village of Esso, In 
the central part of the peninsula. 
Brought to tha surface, the hot 
water Is piped to the houses of 
hunters, reindeer breeders end 
builders. This has made It pos- 
sible to do without boiler rooms 
proper, ihe fuel for which was 
brought from afar.

LIFE THROUGH THE EYES OF THE EPIC 


A new version ot the "Scme- 
loP. the oecond part of the 
Ktrghizlan heroic epic "Manas" 
—previously unknown to 
scholars— has come Into the 
possession of the manuscript 
depository of the Republican 
Academy ol Sciences. It was 
discovered In one of the high- 
raountaln villages in the Cent- 
ral Tien Shan Mountains. 

More than forty versions ol 
this epic have already been 
collected by scholars, but, 
nevertheless, the discovery of a 
new one Is always a big event. 
For the Inhabitants of the Tien 
Shan who unltl the Great Oc- 
tober had no writing of their 


own — the oral epic noted as a 
substitute for literature and 
theatre, for textbooks on history 
and geography, for medical and 
agricultural reference books. 

The epic helps scholars to 
reconstruct Ihe details of every- 
day life of the mountaineers In 
Ihe early Middle Ages. A short 
while ago (oik amateurs mana- 
ged to resurrect the long-for- 
gotten musical Instrument do- 
bulbas from a description they 
had found in verse. Today many 
ensembles play this Instrument. 
After editing, the new version 
of the "Semetel" will be Includ- 
ed In all future editions of the 
epic. 


ZHUKOVSKY’S 200th ANNIVERSARY 


The illustrations to a book of 
' Ballads" by Vasily Zhukovsky, 
two of which we publish, have 
been dona by young artist from 
Kirov, Olga Kotchanova. The 
book was published by Soviet- 
akaya Rosslya lo mark the 200th 
anniversary of this outstanding 
Russian poet, which Is being ce- 
lebrated at the present lime. 

Vasily Zhukovsky was one of 
tho creator! of Russian poetry'.
